I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  197^ • 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  area  remained  generally 
satisfactory  during  the  year*  The  incidence  of  notifiable 
diseases  remained  generally  low  during  the  year*  The  number 
of  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  fell  from  ten  in  1970  to 
only  three  during  1971-  However,  the  number  of  deaths  from 
lung  cancer  again  increased  and  a total  of  22  persons  died 
from  this  condition*  It  is  now  well  known  that  this  disease 
is  closely  associated  with  heavy  cigarette  smoking  and  we 
are  unlikely  to  see  a substantial  reduction  in  the  number 
of  deaths  from  lung  cancer  imtil  the  habit  of  cigarette 
smoking  becomes  less  fashionable  than  it  is  today* 

My  thanks  are  again  due  to  my  colleagues  in  the 
Health  Department  for  their  loyalty  and  assistance*  To  you, 
Mr*  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee,  my 
appreciation  of  the  encouragement  and  support  afforded  me.

PHYSICAL  FEATURES 


Fleetwood  is  situated  within  the  Fylde  District. 
Lying  at  the  mouth  of  the  River  Wyre,  it  is  a seaport  and 
market  town.  Tlie  area  is  bounded  on  the  North  by  Morecarabe 
Bay,  on  the  west  by  the  Irish  Sea,  on  the  east  by  the 
River  Wyre  and  on  the  south  by  the  Urban.  District  of 
Thornton  Cleveleys, 

Most  of  the  land  is  low-lying;  the  subsoil  varies 
from  sand  and  gravel  near  the  coast  to  heavy  marl.  The 
principal  industry  is  Deep  Sea  Fishing,  with  its  contingent 
industries;  it  is  also  a seaside  resort  of  considerable 
importance.

The  Child  Health  and  Ante -Natal  Clinics  are  both 
under  the  control  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council  and  are 
situated  in  Kibble  Hoad  and  Grange  Road  (Child  Health  only)o 

The  Venereal  disease  treatment  centres  are  at  Preston 
Royal  Infirmary  and  Blackpool  Special  Treatment  Clinic « 

The  Fleetwood  Chest  Clinic  at  Fleetwood  Hospital 
closed  during  the  year.  This  service  is  now  available  at  the 
Chest  Clinic,  Victoria  Hospital,  Blackpool, 

HOSPITALS 

Fleetwood  Hospital,  contains  3'^  beds  for  cases  of 
general  sickness  and  accidents,  but,  being  administered  by 
the  Blackpool  and  Fylde  Hospital  Management  Committee, 
patients  can  be  and  are  sent  or  transferred  to  any  suitable 
Hospital  within  the  district. 

For  infectious  diseases  there  is  the  Devonshire  Road 
Hospital,  Blackpool. 

Milton  Lodge  Maternity  Home,  of  11  beds  is  fully 
occupied  and  provii^san  . important  service, 

Rossall  Hospital  with  119  beds  and  Wesham  Park 
Hospital  with  390  beds  (including  3^  for  Psycho-Geriatric 
cases  and  288  for  Geriatric  cases),  are  available  for  the 
chronic  sick  of  all  ages,  and  there  are  also  68  psychiatric 
beds  available  at  Wesham  Park  Hospital. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES 

For  both  infectious  and  non-inf ectious  cases,  the 
Lancashire  County  Council  keep  available  within  the  district 
one  motor  ambulance  and  two  cars  for  sitting  cases.

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DIPHTHERIA  AND  SCARLET  FEVTER 


It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  for  the  twentieth 
consecutive  year  there  were  no  notified  cases  of  diphtheria  ' 
within  the  Borough o There  were  no  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever. 

DYSENTERY 

There  was  one  case  in  the  year. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

The  number  of  cases  notified  was  3 pulmonary. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was 
2 and  from  other  forms  of  tuberculosis  nil  giving  a death-rate 
of  0.07  per  1,000. 

Those  from  lung  tubercle  give  a death-rate  of  0.07  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  cases  admitted  to  sanatorium  for  treatment 
during  the  year  was  3<» 

The  notification  of  tuberculosis  is  satisfactory. 

RESPIRATORY  ORGANS 

The  deaths  numbered  29,  giving  a death-rate  of  0.99 
and  include  those  from  bronchitis  and  emphysema  (12)  and 
pneumonia  (l4). 

0B3ANIC  HEART  DISEASE 

162  deaths,  giving  a death-rate  of  5o55  per  1,000. 

MALIGNANT  DISEASE  (CANCER) 

There  were  69  deaths  from  cancer  (40'  males,  29  females), 
giving  a rate  of  2.35  per  1,000. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

Visits  to  the  number  of  73  were  made  to  cases  of 
infectious  disease  during  the  year,  no  school  notices  were 
issued. 

Disinfection  is  carried  out  on  request  by  spraying 
or  fumigating  the  infected  rooms  with  formaldehyde  and  treating 
infected  bedding  and  clothing  by  vapour  gas  at  the  Townes  Depot. 

The  vapour  gas  disinfector  is  also  available  for  treating 
infected  or  verminous  clothes,  beds  etc.,  from  the  ships 
whilst  in  the  docks.

Ladies  3tnd  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  eleventh  annual 
report  on  the  work  cax*ried  out  by  the  Health  and  Cleansing 
Department . 

In  197"^ » there  was  a number  of  changes  in  the  staff 
of  the  department.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  Mr.  G.  Miller 
was  appointed  Cleansing  Assistant  to  fill  the  vacancy  which 
had  resulted  from  Mr.  W.  Inker  leaving  to  take  up  another 
appointment.  Two  long  seizing  members  of  the  staff  retired 
during  the  year,  Mr.  E.  Whitehead  and  Mr.  J.  Mitchell. 

Mr.  R.  Taylor  was  appointed  in  March  to  fill  the  vacancy  due 
to  Mr.  Whitehead’s  retirement.  No  specific  appointment  was 
made  to  replace  Mr.  Mitchell  as  Assistant  Port  Health  Inspector 
Instead,  it  was  decided  to  appoint  the  additional  Public  Health 
Inspectors,  Mr.  M.  McConnell  and  Mr.  M.  Siddall  to  the 
established  posts  of  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  that  the 
work  of  port  health  inspection  be  carried  out  on  a rota  basis. 
During  the  year,  Mr.  R.  Atkinson,  student  Public  Health 
Inspector,  was  successful  in  passing  the  Inteiroediate 
examination  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector’s  Education  Board. 

On  the  1st  March,  197^$  the  Food  Hygiene  (General) 
Regulations,  1970  came  into  force  and,  during  the  course  of 
the  year,  a detailed  survey  of  food  premises  throughout  the 
town  was  carried  out.  This  work  was  still  in  progress  at 
the  end  of  the  year  but  much  had  been  done,  by  that  time, 
to  ensure  that  food  premises  were  being  kept  up  to  a 
satisfactory  standard. 

Features  of  note  in  the  Public  Cleansing  sector 
during  the  year  were  the  completion  of  the  reclamation, 
by  tipping,  of  an  1 8 acre  area  of  the  Fleetwood  marsh  and  the 
commencement  of  tipping  on  a further  4o  acres  of  marshland. 

This  coincided  with  arrangements  being  made  for  tipping, 
at  the  Council’s  refuse  tip,  of  refuse  from  the  three  I.C.I. 
factories  in  the  area.  The  valuable  assistance  of  the 
Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor  in  the  preparation  of  this 
new  site,  including  the  construction  of  bunds  and  approaches, 
is  acknowledged.  A pilot  scheme  using  polythene  bin  liners 


was  carried  out  during  the  year  and,  as  a result,  it  was 
decided  to  make  provision  for  the  conversion  of  the  whole 
town  to  this  system  in  1972/73. 

Again  it  has  to  be  recorded  that,  despite  the  amount 
of  national  publicity,  the  litter  problem  seems  to  increase 
each  year.  Given  a fine  spell  of  weather  in  the  summer  season 
and  the  cleansing  staff  have  difficulty  in  coping  with  the 
accumulations  of  litter.  One  questions  whether  the  present 
approach  to  the  problem  has  any  significant  effect  whatsoever. 

The  Litter  Acts,  1958  and  1971  provide  the  powers  for  the  , 
abatement  of  litter  but  these  powers  are  rarely  used. 

Full  details  of  the  work  of  the  department  is 
summarised  in  the  following  pages. 

I would  like  to  take  the  opportunity  to  place  on 
record  my  appreciation  for  the  help  and  support  of  the  Council 
and  the  Health  and  Welfare  Committee  during  the  year.  I wish 
also  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  the  members  of  the 
staff  for  their  work  and  assistance.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supply  in  the  Borough  is  provided  by  the 
Fylde  Water  Board.  The  sources  of  the  water  are  the  Grizedale, 
Barnacre  and  Stocks  reservoirs  and  the  supplies  from  these 
reservoirs  are  augmented  by  boreholes  at  Garstang  and  Broughton. 
The  water  is  highly  potable  and  the  average  P.H.  value  during 
the  year  was  8.12  during  the  winter  and  8.22  during  the  summer. 
This  showed  a slight  increase  in  hardness  compared  with  the 
previous  year. 

All  dwelling  houses  within  the  Borough  have  a direct 
piped  water  supply  and  there  are  no  stand  pipes  in  use. 

The  number  of  dwellings  supplied  from  public  mains  during 
197^^  was  9^897  and  the  estimated  population  served  by  a 
piped  supply  was  28,270. 

Samples  are  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  by 
both  the  Fylde  Water  Board  and  the  Health  Department,  these 
samples  show  that  the  water  supply  is  most  satisfactory.

SWIMMING  BATH  WATER 


There  are  three  swimming  baths  within  the  Borough, 
two  outdoor  and  one  indoor • The  tv/o  outdoor  are  in  use 
during  the  summer  months  only  and,  of  these, the  Marine  Pool 
is  owned  and  operated  by  the  Council  and  the  other  at  Rossall 
School  is  owned  and  operated  by  Rossall  School*  During  the 
busy  summer  season,  the  Marine  Pool  is  popular  with  both 
town’s  people  and  holiday  makers  alike*  The  Rossall  School 
bath  is  for  the  use  of  Rossall  School  staff  and  pupils  only* 
The  one  indoor  bath  in  the  town  is  a learner  bath  for  schools 
and  is  operated  by  Lancashire  County  Council* 

Regulah  inspections  of  all  the  swimming  baths  within 
the  Borough  are  carried  out  and  on  the  spot  tests  for  chlorine 
content  of  the  water  are  made*  In  addition,  regular  samples 
of  water  from  the  baths  are  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination*  The  results  of

DRAINAGE  AND  SEV/ERAGE 

All  premises  within  the  Borough  are  drained  by 
water  carriage  and  the  district  is  well  provided  with  sewers* 
Sewage  is  carried  by  gravitation  except  for  the  Rossall  area 
and  a small  area  in  Radcliffe  Road  both  of  which  have  to  be 
pumped*  Tiiere  are  pumping  stations  at  Rossall  Square,  Rossall 
School,  Rossall  Beach  and  Wyre  Street*  In  recent  years,  the 
pump  capacities  have  been  increased  and  this  has  practically 
eliminated  the  possibility  of  sewers  surcharging,  except  in 
exceptional  storm  conditions*  Sevjage  is  finally  discharged  into 
the  sea  via  the  Pumping  Station  on  the  West  Side*  The  present 
capacity  of  the  sewers  is  sufficient  to  cope  with  any  foreseeable 
developments  within  the  town  in  the  future*

SEWER  TREATMENT 


Over  the  years,  Fleetwood  has  been  fortunate  in  that 
the  sewers  have  been  comparatively  free  from  rats.  This  has 
been  due  to  several  factors  including  surcharging  of  the 
sewers.  Improvements  to  the  sewer  outfalls  have  reduced  the 
amount  of  surcharging  experienced  but  this  has  made  it 
possible  for  rat  infes6ation  of  the  sev/ers  to  take  place. 

As  yet,  this  has  been  of  a very  minor  nature  and  relatively 
easy  to  clear.

In  I97V72,  the  weekly  collection  of  refuse  was  maintained 
throughout  the  year,  including  bank  holiday  weeks « From  the 
following  table,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  volume  of  refuse  to 
be  collected  and  disposed  of  is  steadily  increasingp  The  greatest 
increase  shown  is  in  the  number  of  bulk  containers  emptied  but, 
despite  the  fact  that  more  and  more  premises  are  converting  to 
the  bulk  container  system  of  refuse  storage,  there  was  still  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  dustbins  emptied*  Fortunately, 
improvements  in  the  design  of  refuse  collection  vehiies  to  a 
great  extent  keep  pace  with  the  increased  volume  of  refuse  and 
this,  coupled  with  the  use  of  more  efficient  methods  of  collection, 
such  as  the  bulk  container  system,  assist  in  avoiding  increa'ses 
in  the  number  of  vehicles  and  staff  employed*

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

The  method  of  refuse  disposal  is  controlled  tipping 
and  Fleetwood  is  fortunate  in  having  sufficient  tipping 
facilities  for  many  years  to  comeo  A joint  tipping  scheme 
is  in  operation  and  the  refuse  tip,  operated  by  the  Public 
Health  Department,  on  Fleetwood  marsh,  is  used  jointly  by 
the  Borough  of  Fleetwood,  Thornton  Cleveleys  UsDoC*  and  a 
local  industrial  compleXo  The  marsh  is  steadily  being 
reclaimed  by  tipping  and  in  June  1971  the  reclamation  of  an 
18  acre  area  of  formerly  tidal  marsh  was  completed. 
Reclamation  of  a further  4o  acre  area  was  then  commenced  and 
at  the  present  rate  of  tipping  this  should  be  completed  in 
about  8 years.  Local  builders  and  contractors  are  permitted 
to  use  the  refuse  tip  and  a charge  is  made  for  this  service. 
At  the  present  time,  it  is  estimated  that  72i800  cu.  yds.  of 
consolidated  refuse  is  disposed  of  annually  at  the  Council’s 
refuse  tip. 


STREET  CLEANSU^ 

The  trend  in  recent  years  has  been  towards  mechanisation 
and  mobility.  Certain  streets  have  to  be  sv/ept  daily  while 
others  have  only  to  be  swept  weekly  or  even  longer.  There  are 
two  mechanical  suction  sweepers  in  use  and  these  are  used  in 
conjunction  with  electric  street  orderly  trucks  and  hand 
sweepers.  Additional  staff  has  to  be  employed  during  the 
summer  season  to  cope  with  the  influx  of  visitors  and  during 
this  period  the  promenade  and  beach  are  cleaned  daily. 

The  greater  part  of  the  hand  sweepers  time  is  taken  up 
clearing  litter  from  otherv/ise  clean  streets,  at  the  peak  of 
the  season  the  sweeping  staff  are  hardly  able  to  keep  pace  with 
the  amount  of  litter  dropped.  The  steady  increase  in  the  number 
of  motor  vehicles  in  use  has  resulted  in  more  and  more  street 
parking  and  this  further  hampers  the  street  sweepers  in  their 
work.  Certain  streets  and  back  streets  are  rarely  free  from 
parked  vehicles  even  during  the  night.  By  and  large,  street 
cleansing  work  has,  in  these  modern  times,  become  a frustrating 
occupation.

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


The  Public  Health  Department  is  responsible  for  the 
cleansing  and  maintenance  of  the  following  public  conveniences. 

Bold  Street  : Station  Eoad  : Public  Market  (Men  only)  : 

Preston  Street  : and  Lindel  Road. 

During  the  summer  season,  mobile  conveniences  are  stationed 
at  West  Way  for  the  use  of  the  holiday  makers  who  frequent  the  beach 
along  the  West  side. 

The  new  Station  Road  conveniences  were  opened  in  1971 
and  these  replaced  the  former  Ash  Street  conveniences.  In  view 
of  the  amount  of  vandalism  formerly  experienced  in  the  Ash  Street 
conveniences,  it  was  decided  to  have  an  attendant  in  the  new 
conveniences  and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  this  measure  was 
successful  in  that  the  amount  of  vandalism  experienced  in  the 
new  conveniences  has  been  negligible.  In  addition,  it  was 
possible  to  maintain  a very  high  standard  of  cleanliness  at  all  times.

REFUSE  STORAGE  AND  DISPOSAL 

In  January  1970,  the  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse 
from  the  dock  premises  was  taken  over  by  the  Public  Health 
Department o Prior  to  this,  refuse  had  been  stored  in  open 
railway  wagons  which  v;ere  emptied  periodically  and  the  refuse 
burned*  This  system  had  little  to  recommend  it,  particularly 
from  the  hygiene  aspect*  Refuse  is  now  stored  in  1-J  cu*  yd* 
bulk  containers  sited  around  the  dock  area,  these  are  emptied 
each  day  the  dock  premises  are  in  use  and  the  refuse  removed
